further to amend the Abkari Act, I of 1077 


Preamble .--WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Abkari Act , I of 1077, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty-sixth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Act 
called the Abkari (Amendment) Act, 1975 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once .

2. Amendment of section 3.- In the Abkari Act, į of 1079 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in section 3, after 
clause (17), the following clause shall be inserted , namely :-- 

* (17A ) * Transit” means to move from one place in a State to 
another place in that State through the territory of the State 
of Kerala . 
Explanation .--- In this clause , " state " 

means 

the State ot 
Karnataka or the State of Tamil Nadu or the Union territory of 
Pondicherry ." . 

3 . Amendment of section 29.- In sub - section ( 2 ) of section 29 
of the principal Act , in clause (j), for the words " possession or 
transport ” , the words " possession , transit or transport" shall be 
substituted . 

; 4. Amendment of section 55. - in section 55 of the principai 
Act, in clause ( a ), for the words " transports or possesses " , the 
words " transports, transits or possesses" shall be substituted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Abkari Act, I of 1077, contains no provision to regulato 
the movement of liquor or intoxicating drugs from one place in 


weighbouring State of Union territory to another place in that 
State or Union territory through the territories of the State of 
Kerala . Such movements of liquor and intoxicating drugs 
are 
being done without the knowledge of the Excise authorities of 
Kerala and therefore it is not possible to prevent the sale of such 
goods in this state or other malpractices in the course of such 
movements. It is therefore considered necessary to make pro 
visions in the Act to regulate such movements of liquour and 
intoxicating drugs through this State . 

2. The Bill seeks to amend the Abkan Act, I of 1077, for 
the above purpose.

THE STAY OF RECOVERY OF ARREARS OF 

JENMIKARAM BILL , 1975 


BILL 


to provide for the temporary protection of kenam tenants and persons 

deriving title from them againsi proceedings for recovery of 
arrears of jenantiarom and for metters incldentai thereto . 

Preamble . - WHEREAS the Stay of Recovery of Arrears of 
Jenmikaram Act, 1974 ( 15 of 1974 ), which provided for the temporary 
protection of kanam tenants and persons deriving title from them 
against proceedings for recovery of arrears of jenmikarám and for 
matters incidental thereto , ceased to have effect on the 30th day of 
June, 1974; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to provide for such protection 
to such persons for a further period ; 

BE ii enacted in the Twenty -sixth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1. Short title , commencement and duration .- (1 ) This Act may 
be called the Stay of Recovery of Arrears of Jenmikaram Act, 1975 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 22nd 
day of January , 1975 and shail cease to have effect on the 31st day 
of Decerober , 1975 . 

(3 ) Upon the expiry of this Act, the provisions of section 4 
of the Interpretation and General Clauses Act, 1125 ( VII of 1125 ), 
shall apply as if this Act had then been repealed by an Act of the 
Kerala State Legislature. 

2. Interpretation . - Words and expressions used in this Act shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Kanam 
Tenancy Act, 1955 (XXIV of 1955 ) . 

3. Stay of sults, applicaiions, etc., for arrears of jenmikara :m. 
(1) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary coniained in the Karam 
Tenancy Act, 1955 (XXIV of 1955 ) or in any other law , or in any 
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coaliüct .01 may judgment, * 0 Order of any court, with 
effect on and from the commencement of this Act, 

(a ), no suit or application or other proceedings for the 

recovery of arrears of jenmiksram accrued due before 

the commencement of this Act; or 
b ) no application for, or proceedings in , execution of a 

decree or order for the recovery of such arrears ol 
jenmikarain other application or proceedings 

incidental or ancillary thereto , 
znali lie in any court or before any other authority or officer , and 
all suits, applications and other proceedings for recovery of such 
arrears of jenmikaram and all applications for, and proceedings in , 
execution of decrees or orders for recovery of such arrears of 
jennikaram and cher applications and proceedings incidenlai 
or ancillary thereto , pending in any court or before any other 
authority or officer at the commencement of this Act, shall stand 
stayed . 

(2 ) All appeals against clecrees or orders relating to arrears 
of jenmikaram accrued due before the commencement of this Act 
and all revisions againsi decrees or orders relating to such arrears 
of jonmikaram pending any court or before any other authority 
or officer at the commencement of this Act , shall stand stayed , and 
no court or other authority or officer shall proceed with any such 
appeal or revision filed after such commencement. 

4 . Limitation --- In computing the period ot limitation for the 
institution of suits or other proceedings or themaling of applications 
or the filling of appeals and revisions prohibited under this Act , 
the time during which such suits or other proceedings or applications , 
or appeals or revisions were prohibited under this Act shall be 
excluded 

5. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Stay oi Recovery of Arrear:. 
of Jenmikaram ,Ordinance , 1975 (2 01-1975 ) is hereby repealed . 

(2) Noiwiſnstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
iaken under the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done 
or taken under this Act 


STATEMENT ON OBJECTS3ND REASONS 


The Kanairi Tenancy Act 1953 (XXIV of 1955 ) svhich is 
applicable to the Cochin area of the State , confers full proprietory 
rights on the kanam tenants in respect of their holdings, subjcct 
only to thsir llebillty for the payment of lenmikarama to the jenmies. 
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The relationship between the kanam tenants and their jemmies is 
governed by the above Act and is outside the purview of the Kerala 
Land Reforms Act, 1963. 

2. Government have decided to introduce suitable legislation as 
early as possible io aholish the payment of jennikaram in the Cochin 
area , as was done in the Travancore area of the State by the 
enactinent of the Jenmikaram Payment (Abolition ) Act, 1960 . 
Bill for the purpose is being finalised by the Government. Ths 
enactment of the Bill will however take some more time. 

3. Government had received numerous representations regarding 
the hardships caused to the kanam tenants of the Cochin area due 
to coercive steps taken by the jenmies through courts of law for 
the recovery of arrears of jenmikaram . It had also been brought 
to the notice of Governinent that in several such cases , the kanarn 
tenants would be deprived of their holdings due to proceedings in 
execution of decrees for arrears of jenmikaram . It was therefore 
considered necessary that the kanam tenants should be given some 
interim relief pending enactment of the Bill for the abolition of 
the jenmies rights. Accordingly , the Stay of Recovery of Arrears 
of Jenmikaran Act, 1974 (15 of 1974 ), was enacted. That Ac 
ceased to have effect on the 30th day of June, 1974 . 

4. It has been brought to the notice of the Government that 
after the expiry of the period of stay under the Stay of Recovery 
of Arrears of Jenmikaram Act, 1974 , the jenmies have taken actio : 
through courts.for the recovery of arrears of jenmikaram and that 
in several such cases there was the possibility of the kanam tenants 
being deprived of their holdings due to the proceedings in execution 
of decrees for arrears of jenmikaram . Therefore, it was considered 
necessary to give temporary protection to the kanain tenants for a 
further period pending the enactment of the Bill for the abolition 
of jenmies rights . Since the Legislative Assembly was not in 
session and immediate action had to be taken , the Stay of Recovery 
of Arrears of Jenmikaram Ordinance, 1975 (2 of 1975 ), was 
promulgated for giving temporary protection to the kanan tenants 
till the 30th April, 1975. 

5. The Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance by an act of ons 
Legislature and also to extend the period of temporary protection 
upto 31st December , 1975 .

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THE COCHIN UNIVERSITY (AMENDMENT) BILL 1975

further to amend the Cochin University Act , 1971 . 

Preamble --WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Cochin University Act, 1971, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted to the Twenty -sixth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows:-- 

1 . Short title . This Act may be called the Cochin University 
Amendment) Act , 1975 . 

2. Amendment of section 10. - In section 10 of the Cochin 
University Act, 1971 (30 of 1971 ) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act) , after sub-section (15 ), the following sub -section 
shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( 15A ) In the event of a permanent vacancy occurring in 

the office of the Vice - Chancellor , the Chancellor shall 
make necessary arrangements for exercising the powers 
and performing the duties of the Vice -Chancellor 

pending appointment of a person as Vice -Chancellor." . 
3 . Amendment of section 56.- In section 56 of the principal 
Act, in the proviso to sub - section (2 ), for the words " one year" , 
the words one year and six months" shall be substituted . 
4. Repeal and saving .- ( 1) The Cochin University 

( Third 
Amendment) Ordinance, 1974 ( 18 of 1974 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any 
action taken under the principal Act as amended by the said 
Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the 
principal Act as annended by this Act as if this Act had come into 
force on the 16th day of December , 1974 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Sub -section (15) of section 10 of the Cochin University act, 
1971, provides that in the event oo a temporary vacancy in the 
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ofice of the Vice-Chancellor , the Chancellor shall make uecessary 
ariangements for exercising the powers and performing the duties 
of the Vice-Chancellor. But the Act did not contain provision for 
making any arrangements in the event of a permanent vacancy in 
the office of the Vice- Chancellor. It was considered necessary to 
empower the Chancellor to make arrangements for exercising the 
powers and performing the duties of the Vice - Chancellor in such 
cases also . 

2 . The term of the Syndicate of the Cochin University nomi. 
nated by the Chancellor under sub- section (2) of section 56 of 
the Act was due to expire on the 20th December, 1974 . As the 
election to the Senate of the University had not been completed , 
at was not possible to constitute the Syndicate in accordance with 
the provisions of the Act. The other authorities of the University 
could not also be constituted in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act due to delay , in completing the elections to the Senate, 
It was therefore considered necessary to empower the Chancellor 
to extend the term of the Syndicate and the other authorities 
nominated by him for a further period of six months. 

3. As the Legislative Assembly was not in session , the above 
object was achieved by promulgating the Cochin University ( Third 
Amendment) Ordinance , 1974 ( 18 of 1974 ) on the 16th December 
1974. The Biil seeks to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the 
Legislature .

Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraph 3 above, 
the drawing accounts of the Administrators of Personal Deposit 
Accounts, the Local Fund Deposit Accounts and the Judicia .
